RUSS  PARKER,  Vice-President 
of  Culture,  also  reported  he  was 
contacted  by  AP  representatives 
after  the  Executive  Council  meet- 
ing broke  up  Monday. 

The  ABC  broadcasts  Tuesday  re- 
ported that  “the  student  govern- 
ment at  Brigham  Young  University 
has  banned  the  swim,  jerk,  the 


frug,  and  other  fad  dances  which  it 
thinks  are  not  conforming  to  Mor- 
mon standards.” 

THE  NEWSCAST  further  stated 
that  BYU  President  Ernest  L.  Wil- 
kinson had  scheduled  new  dance 
classes  to  “teach  students  how  to 
dance  properly.” 

In  other  national  reactions  to  the 
BYU  stomp  issue  a Deseret  News 
spokesman  reported  that  on  a 
minor  wire  from  an  Eastern  news 
service  came  reports  that  several 
eastern  university  presidents  came 


out  in  favor  of  the  remarks  m.ade 
in  President  Wilkinson’s  speech. 

IN  TUESDAY'S  Devotional  As- 
sembly, President  Ernest  L.  Wilkin- 
son complemented  the  Executive 
Council  on  the  “positive  action  they 
had  taken  in  dance  standards.” 

He  went  on  to  say  that  many 
BYU  students  came  from  high 
schools  where  no  other  dances  than 
the  “fad  dances”  were  performed 
and  so  students  did  not  know  how 
to  dance  properly. 

BECAUSE  OF  this.  President 
Wilkinson  said,  additional  classes 


in  dancing  were  being  scheduled 
to  give  them  the  opportunity  to 
learn  to  dance  properly. 

Executive  Council  members  in- 
dicated that  so  far  personal  re- 
sponse and  feedback  to  their  action 
on  banning  the  “fad  dances”  seem- 
ed to  be  very  positive. 

SOME  BYU  students  interviewed 
by  the  Daily  Universe  said  they 
agreed  with  the  Executive  Council 
stand,  but  feared  that  the  publicity 
resulting  was  being  misunderstood 
outside  the  campus  and  giving  BYU 
a bad  public  image  nationally.

All  stu- 
dents must  be  registered  and  in 
their  seats  at  the  times'  listed 
since  the  examinations  will  begin 
promptly  at  those  times. 

ALL  STUDENTS  should  review 
the  examination  requirements  on 
page  eight  of  the  current  class 
schedule.  Passing  this  examination 
is  a graduation  requirement  which 
should  be  completed  during  the  jun- 
ior year. 

Only  those  students  who  have 
completed  60  semester  hours  to- 
gether with  their  freshman  com- 
position requirements  are  eligible 
to  take  the  examination. 

EACH  STUDENT  will  be  required 
to  write  an  essay  of  a subject  given 
them  by  the  examiner,  and  to  com- 
plete multiple  choice  objective 
questions  about  English  usage, 


punctuation,  style,  tone,  organiza- 
tion, etc. 

Those  students  in  .teacher  educa- 
tion certifying  to  teach  will  have  to 
jnake  separate  arrangements  with 
the  Teacher  Certification  Office  for 
taking  the  additional  spelling  and 
grammar  tests  required  for  teach- 
ing certificates,  as  these  tests  are 
no  longer  given  by  the  Junior  Eng- 
lish Proficiency  Committee. 

ALL  TESTING  materials  Will  be 
furnished  EXCEPT  A PENCIL. 
The  student  must  furnish  his  OWN 
soft  lead  pencil. 

Any  student  wishing  to  review 
for  the  examination  may  study  any 
freshman  composition  text  on  writ- 
ing, as  well  as  “English  Standards 
at  Brigham  Young  University,”  a 
pamphlet  available  in  the  book- 
store. 

FOREIGN  STUDENTS  who  are 

planning  to  graduate  are  now  al- 
lowed to  take  the  Foreign  Language 
English  Test  in  lieu  of  the  Junior 
English  Proficiency  Examination. 

The  test  consists  of  sections  on 
aural  comprehension  of  English, 
reading  comprehension  of  English, 
and  composition.  Only  aliens  not 
planning  to  remain  in  this  country 
after  graduation  will  be  allowed 
to  make  this  substitution  and  all 
must  clear  with  the  foreign  stu- 
dents office  by  Friday,  Oct.  8. 

The  examination  will  be  given  in 
B-238  ASB  at  8:00  a.m.  Saturday, 
, Oct.  9.

Rumors  False, 
Says  Manager 

Gerald  Walk,  manager  of  the 
book  division  of  the  BYU  Book- 
store, denied  all  rumors  that  his 
staff  had  cut  orders  which  teachers 
had  placed  for  their  students. 

"THIS  SEMESTER  we  grossly 
underestimated  the  books  for  a 
nuniber  of  courses  because  of  un- 
expected enrollments  in  certain 
classes,”  he  said. 

“Usually  texts  are  over-ordered 
by  20-25  percents  and  when  we  run 
short,  orders  are  placed  by  tele- 
graph (the  Bookstore  has  its  own 
telegraph  in  connection  with  West- 
ern Union)  and  telephone.” 

BECAUSE  OF  RAPID  communi- 
cation to  other  universities  and 
publishers,  the  Bookstore  usually 
waits  less  than  two  weeks  to  re- 
ceive an  order.

Brigham  Young  University’s  international  composition, 
spirit,  and  (reknown)  acquired  an  athletic  flavor  in  1965. 

WHILE  THE  GENERAL  student  body  was  studying 
summer  courses  or  slaving  in  factories  and  offices,  the 
Athletic  Department  was  in  full  swing,  representing  the 
University,  the  Latter-day  Saint  Church,  and  the  Umted 
States  in  foreign  lands. 

Cougar  baseball,  baskeball,  track,  tennis,  and  golf  teams 
traveled  more  than  30,000  miles,  competing  in  57  major  con- 
tests in  18  different  countries. 

COACH  GLEN  Tuckett’s  horsehiders  initiated  the  sum- 
mer program  with  seven  victories  in  eight  games  against 
Mexican  diamond  squads. 

Europe’s  scenery  and  competition  attracted  the  remain- 
ing Mountain  Cat  squads,  with  the  exception  of  basketball. 

THE  HOOPSTERS,  directed  by  Stan  Watts,  one  of  the 
nation’s  most  revered  coaches,  journeyed  South  of  the  Bor- 
der to  tangle  with  the  best  our  Latin  American  neighbors 
had  to  offer. 

Coach  Watts,  whose  1950  quintet  won  its  twelve  games 
in  a whirlwind  tour  of  Brazil,  received  a somewhat  differ- 
ent reception  this  time  around.  His  charges  managed  only 
to  break  even  in  four  outings  in  that  country,  but  smothered 
most  other  opposiion  in  racking  up  a 19-3  overall  record. 

“THE  CALIBER  of  the  basketball  in  South  America 
is  greatly  improved,  especially  in  Brazil,”  smiles  the  person^ 
able  roundball  coach.  “Some  of  their  Corinthian  team  mem- 
bers played  on  Brazil’s  third-place  team  in  the  last  two 
Olympics.” 

In  the  Sao  Paolo  struggle  against  Corinthians,  the  Cou- 
gars came  out  on  the  short  end  of  a 111-96  score. 

THE  TOURING  PUMAS— ranked  sixth  in  the  U.  S.  at 
the  end  of  last  season — topped  the  century  mark  four  times 
themselves  in  registering  an  84.6  scoring  average  against 
70.2  for  their  opponents. 

— This,  despite  a seemingly  paltry  effort  (39-28)  against 
Cerro  Porteno  of  Asuncion,  Paraguay. 

“WE  WERE  LUCKY  to  score  that  many,”  comments 
Coach  Watts,  explaining  that  the  game  was  played  on  an 
outdoor,  “black-top”  court  in  cold,  rainy  weather  with  some- 
thing less  than  superb  refereeing. 

BYU’s  casaba  coach  considers  the  officiating  much  im- 
proved over  his  previous  trip,  but  at  times  it  had  them  com- 
pletely stymied. 

“I  STOOD  UP  in  fix>nt  of  the  bench  once  and  was  called 
for  a technical  foul,”  Coach  Watts  recalls  with  a big  grin, 
“and  they  certainly  like  to  keep  the  big  boys  out  of  the 
pivot  area.” 

“I  asked  one  official  how  he  counted  the  three  allotted 
seconds,  and  he  rattled  off  a rapid  one-two-three!”
